“Tam report of Dr. W.W. Paarsr, Acting 
Medical Officer of Halth, on the plgue 
epidemic during the first seven months of 
last yoar is of an unuatally elaborate char- 
acter, even in a Colony where we get auch 
paingtaking repoits a8 Hongkong. With 
its appendices, tables, etc. it occupies no 
Jess than one hundred pages of the Govern- 
ment Gazette. It is obviously impossible to 
do justice in the cours of a single artide to 
the ‘work which has. been’ involved in the 
preparation of such » document, ani we 
shall ouly here draw attention to a fw of 
the salient points, leaving other detailuto he 
dealt with later on. The total, number of 
known plague cases in 1903 was 1,363, of 
which 1,245 were Obinése, 43 Indian, 34 
Huropean, 22 Portuguese, 14 Japanese,and 
5 of other nationalities. The nuwlor of 
known deaths was 1206, of which 1,161 
woro Chinese, 4+ European, 21 Indian,
